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Drivers feel force 
of car crackdown

A TOWN centre is swamped with 
disabled drivers, with Blue Badge 
holders arriving at a rate of one a 
minute during a two-hour enforce¬ 
ment campaign. 

Police and councillors joined forces 
on Monday to clamp down on drivers 
flouting traffic regulations which ban 
most drivers from Haverhill High Street 
between 10am and 4pm. 

Every car attempting to drive into the street 
was stopped and those not entitled to enter 
were turned away. 

During the period 93 Blue Badge holders were 
admitted, a well as 13 delivery drivers and 13 
people requiring access to business premises. 

A total of 80 drivers trying to enter the High 
Street from Camps Road were turned away and 
another 29 trying to turn into the street from 
Swan Lane. No tickets were issued to people for 
parking illegally. 

Three more days of action will take place, 
without prior warning, with drivers entering or 
parking illegally issued with fixed penalty 
tickets. 

The campaign follows residents insisting that 
the law be upheld by the police at a recent 
priority setting meeting, even though Inspector

Businesses hit after 
power supplies cut

SCORES of businesses 
found themselves without 
power on Tuesday after¬ 
noon when an electrical fire 
cut off supplies for several 
hours. 

Customers had to leave the Deja 
Vu cafe in Queen Street, Haverhill, 
and staff evacuated the adjoining 
Weekly News office when they 
smelt smoke. 

The fire service checked the 
buildings to make sure it was safe 
to return. Fifty nine businesses in 
Queen Street and High Street were 
left without power but most had 
their supply restored by the 
evening. 

Queen Street was closed to 
traffic and engineers worked 
through the night to isolate the 
problem. 

They replaced a faulty piece of 
pipe which had caused the power 
loss and everyone’s supply was 
back on by Wednesday morning. 


Harry Zachariou, owner of Deja 
Vu, said: “It has been a bit of a 
nightmare, but it is just one of 
those things that happen. We did 
stay open for a while, but if you are 
a coffee shop that cannot sell 
coffee it is a bit embarrassing. We 
closed up completely by about 
3.30pm. 

“They did respond very quickly 
and did everything they could to 
resolve the problem. 


“They worked with us and 
because I still had people working 
here at midnight, they agreed to 
delay switching off the power 
again for half an hour until they 
were finished. 

“I was in London when It happ¬ 
ened, but I got in touch with 
electrician Colin Bradnam and he 
dropped everything to come and 
check it out straight away.” 

A Spokesman for UK Power 


Networks said: “Engineers worked 
through the night to restore 
electricity supplies to customers in 
the High Street and Queen Street 
area of Haverhill following a fault 
on a piece of equipment on our 
low-voltage network. 

“Power was interrupted to 59 
customers at about 12.30pm 
yesterday. 31 customers had their 
supplies returned to normal by 
2.10pm and a further 26 customers 
at 7.45pm. 

“Two properties were still off 
supply and it was necessary to 
isolate supplies to nearby 
properties to carry out the work in 
safety to restore supplies to these 
two properties. 

“As some of these were takeaway 
shops which were still trading, at 
their request, we delayed this 
repair until after midnight. 

“Supplies to 69 properties were 
then isolated at 12.50am today 
while the final repairs were carried 
out and all supplies were restored 
at 1.38am. 

“We realise how difficult it is to 
be without power and apologise 
for any inconvenience.”

Peter Ferrie of Haverhill police 
believes his officers could be 
better occupied elsewhere. 

Some suggested clamping 
or towing vehicles away to 
overcome the long-standing 
problem of drivers entering 
the street during prohibited 
hours and parking on the 
pavements. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “It was 
very interesting to see the 
level of people trying to get 
into the High Street. I think it 
was far more than any of us 
expected. The vast majority of 
vehicles saw us there and 
turned their steering wheels to 
drive straight across. 

“Even with just the drivers 
entitled to enter, there is no 
way our High Street can 
accommodate even a fraction 
of that number of Blue Badge 
holders. 

“When I walk up and down 


the street, parked cars are 
nearly all Blue Badge holders, 
many of them issued in neigh¬ 
bouring areas of Essex and 
Cambridgeshire. 

“Perhaps they come here 
because they can drive into 
the High Street. We saw very 
clearly the exact scale of the 
problem. Because we had 
officers in the High Street a lot 
of drivers were circling round 
trying to find a legal place to 
park. 

“There are just too many of 
them to park anywhere in the 
High Street.” 

Inspector Ferrie was one 
of seven officers out enfor¬ 
cing the regulations, along 
with Town mayor Pat 
Hanlon, borough and county 
councillor Tim Marks and 
Town Clerk Will Austin. 

Four more days of action 
will be held, without any 
prior warning, with tickets 
issued to offending 


motorists. 

Cllr Pat Hanlon, Haverhill 
Town mayor, said: “It is a 
very controversial issue, but 
people have to obey the law, 
which says they are not 
allowed in there between 
10am and 4pm. 

“Even Blue Badge holders 
are not allowed to park on 
the pavement. 

“We have had two or three 
people report to us that they 
have actually been hit by 
cars while walking on the 
pavement, although fortun¬ 
ately not seriously injured. 

“The town council is 
going for closure between 
10am and 4pm because the 
survey we did showed that is 
what the majority of people 
want. 

“It is an experiment today 
that everyone has known 
about - but there will be four 
more dates and even I don’t 
know when they will be.”

Youngsters’ chance to 
have a say on budgets 


Drivers put 
lives at risk 
without belt 

MORE that 170 fixed penalty 
tickets were issued to people 
not wearing their seatbelts 
during a week-long 
campaign held in 
September. 

Suffolk Police held checks 
on motorists and their 
passengers throughout the 
county in support of the 
Europe-wide TISPOL 
seatbelt enforcement 
campaign running from 
September 10 to 16. 

The campaign coincided 
with an operation to crack 
down on lorry drivers who 
break the law with patrols 
on the All, A14 and A12 
dual carriageway roads in 
both Norfolk and Suffolk 
using an unmarked lorry. 

During the campaign, 177 
tickets were issued in total, 
equating to 25.3 per day. Of 
all the tickets issued, 174 
were given in relation to 
adults not wearing a 
seatbelt and three in 
relation to a child, with the 
recipients incurring a 
minimum of an instant £60 
fine. 

Sgt Paul Ward of the 
Casualty Reduction Team 
said: “Too many people are 
putting their lives at risk by 
not wearing a seatbelt. 

“Last year we saw 4 
fatalities in Suffolk where 
the driver or passenger was 
not wearing a seatbelt and 
their importance should not 
be underestimated. Even on 
the shortest trips and at low 
speeds wearing a seatbelt 
vastly reduces the likelihood 
of being seriously injured or 
even killed. It is an effortless 
task that should be part of a 
routine.” 


STUDENTS will be given a 
chance to decide what they 
think money should be 
spent on in their town. 

More than 50 students from 
Samuel Ward Academy in 
Haverhill will take part in an 
exercise organised by the ONE 
Haverhill group, which is leading 
work on a pilot community 
budgeting scheme in the town. 

Haverhill was chosen by the 
government as one of just 12 
areas across the UK to pilot a new 
way of giving local communities 
more say in the way budgets are 
spent. 

The event at Samuel Ward on 
Wednesday will give young 
people in the town the chance to 
express their views and an insight 
into the decision-making process 
involved in community 
budgeting. 

Six teams of young people will 
adopt the role of an agency 
involved in spending a

community budget for Haverhill, 
including health, police, the 
council, the voluntary sector and 
the local business forum. 

Each agency will have a 
priority area that they want to 
spend money on and a series of 
budget choices and interventions 
that have an impact on young 
people. 

It will be up to the teams to 
produce a community budget 
between them that has maximum 
benefit for Haverhill residents at 
the same time as promoting their 
priority choices for young people. 

In addition, some of the young 
people will be given the role of 
researchers during the event, 
tasked with capturing young 
people’s views on their priorities 
for Haverhill on video. 

The students will also have the 


opportunity to use hand- held 
voter technology, a key pad that 
wirelessly links to a system that 
captures audience voting 
responses and displays them in 
real time, to prioritise what they 
see as the most important issues 
and possible solutions for young 
people in Haverhill. 

Anne Gower, chairman of ONE 
Haverhill, said: “This is a great 
chance for us to capture what the 
priorities are of the young people 
of the town and at the same time 
help them understand how 
difficult decision making can be 
when agencies all have different 
priorities crucial to their 
organisations. 

“I hope everyone involved on 
the day, students and expert 
witnesses, enjoy the process and I 
look forward very much to 
hearing what the students have 
to say about their town and 
learning about their wish list for 
our community.”

Police attacked 
over travellers

RESIDENTS have hit out at 
police over a site near their 
homes which was recently 
occupied by travellers. 

Mark Dorey said although 
travellers had now left the site 
next to a children’s playground off 
Bergamot Road, Haverhill, resi¬ 
dents feared they may well return. 

He and his neighbours felt that 
the lack of adequate physical 
measures to stop them entering 
the site, along with lack of police 
presence while they were present, 
made illegal encampments more 
likely. 

Mr Dorey said: “I understand 
that the police actually followed 
them here after moving them on 
from elsewhere. Why didn’t they 
stop them moving on here again? 

“Some people witnessed them 
pulling up the fencing but no 
action was taken by the police. I 
phoned the police at about 10pm, 
and was told they have to follow a 
protocol and it is up to the council 
to remove them. 

“Last time they were here I 
phoned the police at 3am be¬ 
cause they were having a loud 
party, but no-one came. 

“If it was someone in a house

making a noise like that they 
would go round, so why is it when 
it comes to the travellers the 
police stop policing?” 

Mr Dorey added: “We all have to 
pay for the cost of clearing up 
every time they move on. The 
liaison officer has been to visit us 
and we understand measures are 
planned to stop them getting on 
there again. We just want to make 
sure that just because the 
travellers have gone, the problem 
is not just forgotten about.” 


Inspector Peter Ferrie of 
Haverhill Police said he had 
received no complaint of criminal 
damage caused by the travellers 
and was not aware of officers 
following the travellers on to the 
site, but added that a police 
presence had been maintained 
during the recent occupation. 

A spokesman for St Edmund- 
sbury Borough Council said: 
“Bergamot Road Open Space has 
been targeted by a family of 
travellers on three separate 
occasions over the past two years. 

“The latest encampment was 
removed on September 13 
following the serving of a court 
order and we immediately 
reinstated the old fence in front of 
a new ditch to prevent the public 
from falling into it. 

“The borough is fortunate to 
have lots of public open/green 
spaces such as the one in 
Bergamot Road and a high 
proportion of these areas do not 
have vehicular access deterrents 
around their boundary. 

“Because this particular open 
space has been targeted so 
frequently, the borough council 
will now install more robust 
deterrents around its boundary 
over next three months, subject to 
consultation with the police, 
neighbouring residents and local 
neighbourhood watch.”

Consultation has 
started on draft 

Sir, Re: Draft Supplementary 
Planning Document - Open Space, 
Sport and Recreation Facilities. 
New development often creates a 
need for additional open space 
and facilities for sport and 
recreation without which there 
could be a detrimental effect on 
local amenity and the quality of 
the environment. 

Where new development occurs, it 
is important that sufficient sport, 
recreation and open space 
provision is made to make 
proposals acceptable in land use 
planning terms. 

Planning obligations are the 
mechanism by which measures are 
secured to achieve these aims. A 
planning obligation is a legally 
binding agreement entered 
between a local authority and a 
developer to carry out certain 
works, or to provide, or contribute 
towards the provision of measures 
to ensure that it benefits the 
communities within which it is 
situated. 

This draft Supplementary Planning 
Document (SPD) sets out the 
council’s approach to the provision 
of open space, sport and 
recreation facilities in conjunction 
with new housing development. 
The guidance has been prepared 
to give developers and the public 
up-to-date information on 
developer contributions which are 


reasonably related in scale and 
kind to the development 
proposed. 

The draft SPD is now subject to a 
six-week consultation running up 
to November 6.

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Patient hits out 
over service 

A WOMAN who spent four days in hospital 
on a drip believes her stay could have been 
avoided if she had been able to see a doctor 
sooner. 

Pat Pearse, 72, of Rectory Road, Kedington, 
suffers from diverticulitis and contacted her 
doctor on a Thursday when she started to 
feel unwell. She was offered an appointment 
a week later. 

She said: “I did not do anything at the time 
because it was not that urgent, but by 
Sunday I was feeling really unwell. I phoned 
the surgery and it said there was no out-of- 
hours doctor’s service in Haverhill and to 
contact NHS Direct, which we did. They 
were brilliant and called back three times. 
They said there was no base in Haverhill, so 
could I go to Bury at 8.30pm. My husband 
took me there and they took one look at me 
and called surgeon to admit me. They said I 
needed to be given strong antibiotics 
intravenously as I was too far gone by then 
for oral ones. 

“I had asked what I should do if it got worse 
before 8.30pm and they said call an 
ambulance. What would I have done if my 
husband had not been there to take me? The 
chances are this is happening to other 
people, too. Surely it would cost the NHS far 
more if I had to call an ambulance and for 
me to be in hospital for four days. I cannot 
believe that town the size of Haverhill has 
not got an out-of-hours doctor. 

“Last time I was ill like this Dr Cornish came 
to the house and said why didn’t I ring the 
surgery as there was an out-of-hours 
service. So this time we did that, but there 
was no service in the town at all. If I had 
seen a doctor on Wednesday or Thursday, I 
could probably have been given oral 
antibiotics and not had to go to hospital.” 

At a public meeting in Haverhill earlier this 
year, amid protests about the plan to close 
the popular walk-in Crown Health Centre in 
Haverhill, Dr David Lee of Harmoni, the 
group which provides the out-of-hours 
doctor’s service for Suffolk said it was likely 
that the Haverhill base would re-open 
following the closure. 


Death sparks call 
for care upgrade

CALLS have been 
made for a town’s 
health cover to be 
improved following 
the death of a man 
who was sent home 
to wait three hours 
for an emergency 
appointment. 

Popular taxi firm 
controller Richard ‘Dusty’ 
White was found dead at 
his home when colleagues 
went to take him back to 
his doctor’s surgery for the 
appointment. 

Haverhill town clerk 
Will Austin has written to 
Suffolk Primary Care Trust 
about the incident. Only a 
week before, he had

reported to them the case 
of a woman who ended up 
in hospital for four days 
receiving intravenous 
antibiotics, after being 
unable to get a GP’s 
appointment or see an 
out-of-hours doctor in the 
town who might have 
given her oral antibiotics. 

Haverhill Town Council 
campaigned against the 


closure of the town’s 
popular Crown Health 
Centre in July and called 
for more provision for the 
town to replace it. 

But despite a 
suggestion by Dr David 
Lee from out-of-hours 
provider Harmoni that 
Haverhill’s out-of-hours 
doctor’s base would be 
manned once the centre 
closed, this has not yet 
happened. A statement 
issued by NHS Suffolk this 
week suggests that it 
considers current levels of 
health provision in the 
town are adequate. 

In a letter to Martin 
Royal of Suffolk PCT and 
Dr Ed Garratt of the new 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group, which takes over 
the PCT’s role next April, 
Mr Austin wrote of the 
death of Mr White: 


“Clearly the circum¬ 
stances need investi¬ 
gating, but it will add to a 
sense that the town lacks 
some vital support in 
serious cases. Whatever 
the rights and wrongs of 
the closure of the Crown 
Health Centre, it does 
seem on the face of it that 
at very least this man 
might have been spared 
dying alone had it been 
available.” 

Dr Andrew Hassan, 
NHS Suffolk’s medical 
director said: “We would 
like to offer our deepest 
sympathy to the family, 
friends and colleagues of 
the patient. We shall 
investigate to identify 
whether any lessons from 
this tragic incident can be 
learned.”

The service is also being 
adapted to allow a larger range of 
materials to be recycled and 
reused, such as furniture, hard 
plastics and textiles, whilst 
height barriers will be removed 


to allow high vehicles in the site. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet member for 
environment and property 
management, Lisa Chambers, 
said: “This is a positive step 
forward in improving waste 
management options for 
businesses in Suffolk. 

“We are keen to encourage 
more recycling of business waste 
which currently stands at 25 per 
cent to over 80 per cent for 
household waste through the 
HWRC network.”

me out of the darkness

Peter Dean, 49, has had schizophrenia and depression for many years. At his lowest 
point, he tried to kill himself by drinking weed killer and swallowing every pill in the 
house. But with the right medication - and after finding an outlet in creative writing - 
he is managing to control it. He tells his story. 


P erhaps i was 

always going to be 
susceptible to mental 
illness, as my mother 
suffered from 
schizophrenia and 
depression during her 
lifetime. She was very ill, 
very frail and nervous, and 
frightened even of going in 
the car. 

Growing up in Shelford, 
the middle of three boys, 
some of my earliest 
memories are of visiting 
mum at the psychiatric 
hospital in Fulboum. They 
had a billiard table there, 
and I can remember being 
about 5, throwing the 
billiard balls around with 
my brothers. 

My dad never really 
spoke to us about it. I knew 
mum was in hospital, but I 
didn’t know what she had, 
or what it entailed, until I 
was in my teens - and even 
then I didn’t really know 
what schizophrenia was. 
People always associate it 
with murderers, but mum 
wasn’t like that - she 
wouldn’t hurt anybody, 
apart from herself. Her 
treatment included electric 
shock therapy, something 


I’m glad I never had to 
have. 

My first experience of 
depression was in the 
1980s, when I was in my 
20s. I was a researcher for a 
company that was 
developing evening 
primrose for the medical 
market, and I’d been 
working incredibly hard. 

It all became too much: 
I’d go to the pub at 
lunchtime and have a 
couple of drinks just to 
cope. Eventually I lost my 
job, and following that I 
had a nervous breakdown. 
But I went to Mind in 
Chelmsford, where I lived 
at the time, for help - and 
they were very good at 
supporting me and giving 
me advice. 

The onset of 
schizophrenia happened 
10 years later. I was 
working hard, and also 
studying in the evenings. 
Again, it all became too 
much: the over-exertion, 
lack of sleep and general 
tiredness caused me to 
hear psychotic voices in 
my head. 

I remember thinking 
that the radio and 


television were talking to 
me directly. Once I heard 
an interview with Sting, the 
musician, and thought he 
was talking to me one-to- 
one. 

Over time, the voices 
told me I was insignificant 
and useless - and that I 
should kill myself. As with 
my mum, during my 
illness I never wanted to 
harm anyone apart from 
myself. And this is what I 
attempted. 

One night, I took a bottle 
of garden weed killer and 
drank some of it. I then 
hunted down and ate any 
pills in the house I could 
find. I don’t know if I truly 
meant to kill myself -1 
think it was a cry for help, 
but I didn’t really know 
what I was doing. 

At the time I was living 
with my dad, and he found 
me. I told him what I’d 
done and he rushed me to 
Addenbrooke’s, where they 
pumped my stomach. 

I was lucky that I 
survived. 

From there I was sent to 
Fulbourn, the same 
hospital where my mum 
had spent so much time 


during my childhood. I was 
allowed to rest and was 
prescribed 

chlorpromazine, a dmg 
that makes you sleep and 
eliminates the voices. I 
seem to have been drowsy 
for the three months I 
spent in hospital. 

When I was getting 
better, near to Christmas in 
1995,1 was allowed to go 
for walks around the 
hospital grounds. But 
although the voices had 
gone, I was still ill and 
depressed. 

One day I went to Cherry 
Hinton pharmacy and 
bought some aspirin and, 
when I got back to the 
hospital, ate all the pills 
from the packet. Eater that 
evening I had to go and get 
medication from the 
hospital staff, but I couldn’t 
walk or stand up properly - 
they thought I was drunk, 
and sent me to bed. That 
was the lowest ebb of my 
hospitalisation. 

After I was discharged, at 
the end of 1995, my 
medication was changed 
to a Depixol depot jab, 
once a month. Thankfully 
this has meant that, as far

as schizophrenia is 
concerned, I’ve been fine 
ever since. 

Feeling like a new 
person, I decided to go 
back to studying and did a 
degree in biological 
sciences at what’s now 
Anglia Ruskin University, 
graduating in 2001. 

It was quite an 
achievement for me: I was 
a mature student and 
found studying hard work, 
but I enjoyed mixing with 
other students of all ages. 
We went on field trips to 
nature reserves and the 
coast to see seals and bird 
colonies. I enjoyed it all. 

I soon found work but, 
when my mother died of 
pneumonia in 2004,1 had 
another bout of 
depression that caused 
me to leave my job. I 
found I just couldn’t go to 
work: I’d get in the car and 
drive there, but then have 
to come home. On one 
occasion I spent the whole 
morning just sitting in a 
field in Grantchester 
Meadows. All I could think 
was ‘I can’t do this’. It was a 
black wall. 

Again I sought help: I 
had counselling and was 
prescribed anti¬ 
depressants. But I didn’t 
like the pills and didn’t 
take them for long. 

Instead, I took up creative 
writing as a therapy. I went 


to writing classes and 
started to compose poems 
and stories. 

Since childhood, I’ve 
always loved writing. I was 
good at history at school, 
and came top of the class 
for my essays. For English 
I only got a C, but I did 
enjoy writing creatively. 

To begin with, I wrote 
about mum and the 
family, but from there I've 
written all sorts of things - 
things that I didn’t even 
think I knew anything 
about, but that were in my 
head somewhere. What 
was my therapy soon 
became my hobby. 

My self-esteem was at 
rock bottom, but when I 
managed to get some 
poems published in the 
Cambridge News Poetry 
Corner, I gradually 
became more and more 
secure in myself. It was 
great. 

I have now had more 
than a hundred poems 
published in the News. 
And slowly, over a matter 
of years, my self-esteem 
has returned and my 
depression has lifted. I 
guess I didn’t suffer from a 
chronic bipolar condition: 
maybe it was just grief? 

As well as the poetry, I 
have had short stories 
published in Dream 
Catcher, Take a Break and 
Dandelion Arts Magazine. 


I have also written for the 
web, and had my film 
reviews featured on a local 
Cambridge website. 

Today, I live with my 
dad, who’s 80, and I lead a 
normal life. I have a job as 
an examination marker 
and, although I work hard, 
I know my limits. Luckily, I 
am no longer afflicted 
with psychotic voices: I go 
to my GP for my jab once 
a month, and I write down 
ideas for poems, stories 
and other projects as they 
occur to me. 

I can now talk openly 
about my experiences of 
mental illness, and it's not 
all bad news. 

There can be light at the 
end of the tunnel, and 
drugs are only part of the 
answer: for someone in a 
similar situation, I’d 
definitely recommend 
doing a creative art - 
whether it’s pottery, 
painting or even 
gardening. It's so good to 
have something else as a 
focus. 

Looking to the future, I 
hope to get more stories 
published, along with 
other poetry and articles. I 
don’t think I’ll make much 
money - if any - from 
writing, but it is 
something I enjoy and it 
keeps me sane. 

It has been my 
Godsend.

The Quality Checklist was

Dr Sarah Cant, director of 
policy and campaigns at Prostate 
Cancer UK, said: “It is unaccep¬ 
table that the quality of support 
experienced by men with prostate 
cancer varies across the country.

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We're talking revolution 


S EAN O’Casey’s 
final instalment 
of the Dublin 
Trilogy, The Plough 
and the Stars, is being 
brought to Cambridge 
Arts Theatre this 
autumn by Ireland’s 
national theatre, the 
Abbey Theatre, as a 
part of a limited Irish 
and UK tour. 

It follows the residents 
of a Dublin tenement 
shelter and the violence 
that sweeps through the 
city’s streets. On the eve of 
the 1916 Easter Rising, 
Jack and Nora Clitheroe 


are “like two turtle doves, 
always billing and cooing”, 
much to the ridicule of 
their bustling neighbours. 

However, their 
relationship is put to the 
test when Jack is called to 
fight for his country. This 
will be a revolution that 
will shape a country’s 
future but what kind of 
Ireland awaits them? 
Regarded as Ireland’s most 
famous playwright, 
O’Casey is considered as 
the first to write about the 
working class. 

As a communist, 
O’Casey left his job as a 
labourer to write numerous 
plays about the revolution 


of Ireland. In 1926, 
O’Casey’s masterpiece 
The Plough and the Stars 
premiered at the Abbey 
Theatre amid riots and 
complaints from audiences 
who rejected its 
interpretation of recent 
history.

Turning Japanese 


T HE beauty and 
poetry of the 
snowbound 

landscapes and pastimes 
of Japan are being 
explored at the 
Fitzwilliam Museum in 
Cambridge in an 
exhibition of stunning 
woodblock prints which 
is sure to get you excited 
about the coming of our 
own winter. 

With snow a regular feature 
of life in Japan - where winds 
from Siberia blow clouds onto 
the central mountain ranges, 
resulting in half the country 
turning white each winter - 
Japanese artists have long 
responded to the beauty of a 
world changed by frozen 
forms and stilled by a blanket 
of snow. 

This selection of prints by 
artists such as Hokusai and 
Hiroshige includes stories 
from poetry and myth of 


journeys, ambushes and 
skirmishes in the snow, 
children throwing snowballs 
and building snow-rabbits and 
the stillness of people indoors 
gazing out at the unbroken 
spell of freshly frozen snow. 

As well as providing 
inspiration for literature and 
art, the long, cold months also 
offer the ideal time to create it. 
The very whiteness of the 
paper in the exhibition - which 
creates the purity of the snow 
in the images - was created by 
snowmelt, when mulberry 
fibres were bleached in the 
mountains of Snow Country. 

Snow Country is also 
famously the title of a 
wonderfiilly poetic novel and 
short story by Yasunari 
Kawabata (the first Japanese 
writer to win the Nobel prize 
for literature in 1968).

YOU’RE never too old in 
Hollywood for a big screen 
renaissance. 

At the tender age of 56, Irish actor 
Liam Neeson unexpectedly 
reinvigorated his career as a tough- 
talking action man in the testosterone- 
fuelled thriller Taken. 

It was a film that gained a cult 
following for its wanton brutality, 
outrageous set pieces and the 
unstinting determination of the lead 
character, who famously promised 
kidnappers holding his daughter: “I will 
find you, and I will kill you”. 

True to his word, former CIA field 
operative Bryan Mills punched, kicked 
and shot every bad guy within a 10- 
mile radius of Paris. 

Now the ‘old’ man with the fists of 
fury returns in Taken 2, which 
dispatches the same characters to 


Istanbul for another explosive game of 
cat and mouse. 

Mills (Neeson) continues to be 
protective of his daughter Kim (Maggie 
Grace), who he rescued from Albanian 


kidnappers and returned home safely to 
her mother Lenore (Famke Janssen). 

When Lenore’s current partner 
storms out, Bryan suggests his ex-wife 
and daughter join him in Turkey for a 


few days of sight-seeing and relaxation. 

But little does the former agent 
realise that Murad (Rade Serbedzija), 
the father of one of the Albanian brutes 
he killed in the first film, has amassed a 
small army to abduct and torture Bryan 
and his loved ones. 

Director Olivier Megaton delivers 
more slam-bang thrills than the first 
instalment, embracing the 
preposterousness of a centrepiece car 
sequence which sees the hero’s 
daughter, who has failed her driving 
test, perform high-speed manoeuvres 
through the winding streets of the 
bustling Turkish metropolis. 

Taken 2 is a film that doesn’t take 
itself seriously, from the protracted set¬ 
up about Kim’s inability to parallel park 
to her transformation into a gun-toting 
chip off the old block. 

Neeson growls his lines with suitable 
menace, physically suffering for his 
low-brow art as he is beaten to a 
bloody pulp while protecting his loved 
ones.

Blazing the trail for autumn 



RICH tapestry of 
colour should be 
-Z \.enveloping our 
landscape over the next few 
weeks as leaves turn golden, 
orange and even red, thanks 
to a massive growth of 
foliage during the wet 
summer followed by cold 
nights. 

The trees and other plants which 
will be providing us with 
magnificent hues include the 
maple and Japanese maple, native 
oak trees, Nyssa sinensis and 
Parrotia persica (Persian 
ironwood). The winter-flowering 
cherry, stag’s horn sumach, sorbus 
(wild mountain ash) and varieties 
of cornus can also paint a palette 
of vivid colours. 

Following a wet summer, the 
recent warm weather has resulted 
in the production of lots of

chlorophyll and increased sugar 
levels in trees. When the night-time 
temperature falls, it sends a 
message to the tree to stop growing 
and then the leaves will start 
turning, breaking down the 
chlorophyll to reveal autumnal 
pigments in shades of red, orange 
and yellow. 

Venturing out on autumn walks 
may give you inspiration to grow 
some colourful specimens in your 
own garden. Maple, vine and 
mahonia leaves offer shades of red, 
while sedum flowerheads provide 
subtle russet tones which will stay 


on the plant well into winter. 

In larger gardens use trees 
carefully so that their rich hues are 
a highlight rather than just a small 
part of an extremely busy planting 
scheme. Keep green as your main 
colour in the garden, as if you cram 
it with coloured foliage it can be far 
from restful. 

Some trees take on more refined, 
subtle shades, such as yellow birch 
(Betula alleghaniensis) with its 
beautiful buttery yellow foliage, or 
the common beech (Fagus 
sylvatica), which turns a glorious 
shade of copper. 


If you are going to plant a maple, 
avoid planting it in windy, exposed 
sites as its fragile leaves will be 
shredded. The best time to plant is 
autumn, when the soil is still 
warm, to give the trees time to 
establish before winter sets in. 

Maples thrive in well-drained 
soil enriched with some well- 
rotted garden compost and will do 
well in full sun or dappled shape, 
and are ideal growing in the gentle 
shade of larger trees, provided their 
planting hole isn’t completely 
swamped with the roots of the 
larger specimen. Dig in leafmould 
to give the tree a boost. They 
shouldn’t need much pruning, just 
snip out any dead shoot tips as the 
buds begin to open in spring. 

Here are five of the best trees 
which you shouldn’t be without in 
autumn: 

■ Cornus kousa ‘Satom’: This 
amazing flowering dogwood offers 
something for every season. In 
autumn the leaves turn fiery red 
and orange, while large, deep-pink, 
star-shaped bracts appear in late 
spring. It also bears strawberry-like 
fruits in late summer that continue 
into winter. 

■ Nyssa sinensis: The deciduous 
leaves on the Chinese tupelo 
provide a wide array of autumn 
colours, from mellow yellows to 
fiery reds. It thrives in acid soil and 
you’ll need to give it plenty of room 
as it grows up to 10m (30ft) in 


height and width. 

■ Sorbus x ‘Joseph Rock’: This 
popular small tree was introduced 
to the west after it was found in 
China in the early 20th century by 
the famed plant hunter, Joseph 
Rock. This Chinese mountain ash 
has cool green, feather-like leaves 
which turn fabulous shades of 
blood red in autumn before falling. 
Its stunning autumn colour is 
complimented by large clusters of 
bright yellow fruit. 

■ Euonymus europaeus ‘Red 
Cascade’: Seen either as a shrub or 
trained as a small tree, this form of 
our native hedgerow spindle 
boasts a combination of bright red 
autumn foliage, turning purple as 
it ages, which colours at the same 
time as its generous crops of red 
and orange fruits. It’s an adaptable 
plant, happy in most reasonable 
soils in sun or light shade and 
growing to 3m (10ft). 

■ Katsura (Cercidiphyllum 
japonicum): The heart-shaped 
green leaves of this dainty 
woodland tree turn to rich colours 
of yellow, orange and red leaves in 
autumn and produce the sweet 
scent of caramel or candyfloss as 
they fall. This tree, which works 
well as a stand-alone specimen, 
should be planted in soil enriched 
with organic matter in a sheltered 
spot, as the coppery young leaves 
are prone to spring frost damage.

THE team behind a 
supercar powered by 
energy from wind 
turbines believe they 
have smashed the UK 
land-speed record for an 
electric car. 

The Nemesis, driven by 
Nick Ponting, 21, hit 
148.7mph during a run at 
Elvington airfield, near 
York, last week (pictured 
above). 

This breaks the record 
of 137mph set by Don 
Wales, the grandson of 
speed ace Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, 10 years ago. 

But the achievement still 
needs to be ratified by the 
Motor Sports Association 
before the record can be 
officially declared. 

The makers of the 
Nemesis say it is the first 
electric supercar to be 
built in the UK and they 
hope it will “smash the 
stereotype” of electric- 
powered cars as boring 
and slow. 

It is the brainchild of 
Dale Vince, founder of 
green electricity company 
Ecotricity, of Stroud, 
Gloucestershire. 

“We built the Nemesis 
to smash the stereotype 
of electric cars as 
something Noddy would 
drive-slow, boring, not 
cool,” Vince says.

He added that the 
Nemesis is powered 
entirely by electricity 
generated by Ecotricity’s 
network of 53 wind 
turbines around the UK. 

It was designed and 
built in less than two 
years by a team of 
leading British 
motorsport engineers in 
Norfolk. 

The car began life as a 
second-hand Lotus Exige 
bought on eBay and 
rebuilt from the ground 
up. 


Vince said he wanted to 
stimulate a debate about 
how everyone will move 
around when the world 
runs out of oil. 

He said the Nemesis is 
capable of 0-1 OOmph in 
8.5 seconds and, on 
paper, is capable of 
topping 200mph. 

The Nemesis can travel 
from 100-150 miles 
between charges, 
depending on driving 
style, and can be charged 
from empty in less than 
30 minutes. 


Ponting, who lives in 
Gloucester and works for 
an estate agency in 
Stroud, has had many 
years of experience 
racing a range of cars 
since his early teens. 

He said the amazing 
thing about the car was 
its consistent acceleration 
at all speeds. 

Last summer Mr Wales 
attempted to break his 
own record but ran into 
trouble on the beach at 
Pendine Sands in 
Carmarthenshire.

THE hierarchy of the 
global motor show circuit 
is one of those curious 
phenomenons that can’t 
really be explained, writes 
Matt Joy. 

As far as the European motor 
industry goes, Geneva - with its 
almost total absence of 
domestic car makers and a 
particular fondness for 
amazingly efficient public 
transport - is the top dog, even 
though the country in which it 
takes place is small in 
comparison. 

The same goes for the US 
shows, where the megacities of 
Los Angeles and New York play 
second fiddle to Detroit, 
although the American car 
industry was born there which 
explains its relative might. 

Right now the automotive 
circus has moved to Paris, 
which by any measure should 
make it one of the most style- 
packed shows of the year.
